Practice Denounced by Prison Commis 
sion and Superintendent of 
Public. Instruction. 


ALBANY, Nov. 14.—The State Prison 

Commission to-day made public a.resolu- 
tion passed by it in which it- denounces as 
“contrary to public: policy and decenoy ’’ 
the practice of. confining trvant children 
in common jails: The matter.gains inter-. 
‘est from the fact that ‘this dsirthre .eacond 
time the commission has called attention 
t6 the custom in ‘the single.city of Oswego. 
The ‘fdriher' oeeasion: was in September, 
1901, and the commission then denotneced 
the practice-and cértified. its’ action to the 
Board of Edtication of Oswego. *.- 
-“Tt again appears’ to this commission,’ 
says the resolution made public to-day, ’*‘ by 
the gnnual report of the. Sheriff of ‘said 
county, that such practice. still. continues, 
and that during the year ended Oct. 1 last 
one boy, eleven years old, and three other 
boys, eaicn thirteen yedrs old; were so com- 
mitted to said jail. 

‘‘In the judgment of this commission the 
practice of committing children to the cem- 
mon jails of the State for violation, or 
alleged violation, of the compulsory edu- 
eation law, is unwise and ~against. public 
policy, and is withott warrant of law,- ‘and 
is by this commission again disapproved.’’ 

The commission makes public. *with* the 
resolution a letter from <Superifittendent 
Charlies R. Skinner of the Department of 
Public Instruction, in whieh he says: 

“The Legislature never~intended-. that 
children simply guilty of truancy should be 
committed to jails or isons. A truant 
child is not necessarily: a criminal. -The 
most that can be said of a child tnclined 


to truancy ‘is that he may have in his nat- 
ure and. disposition a criminal tendency 
which, if not curtailed and corrected 
dev elop into the life of a criminal. 

*‘ There is absalutely no warrant in equity 
of law for committing such children to jails 
and prisons and thus placing upon them the 
brand of a criminal—a‘ scar never to be 
erased during the remaindcf of their lives. 

‘I thank you for calling my attention to 
this matter. I’ shall promptly investigate 
the case and endeavor to’ convince- the 
school authorities of the City. of ‘Oswego 
that such practice must not ~4 be continued.””

occupations of its members, In the cur- 
| rent number of ‘The North: Atherican 
Review Mr. 8S. J. BaRrRoOWs asks, and 
tries to answer, the question: “Is Our 
National Congress Representativé? " We 
| thmey thet few of our readers could off- 
hand give more than a vague reply to 
that query. Mr. Banrows's reply is quite 
thorough and detailed, and He reaches 
the conclusion that ‘Congress is fairly 
represétitative, being in point of intelli- 
@érice atid ability father above the -con- 
, stituencies, and in point of moral sense 
fully equal.to them. 

As far as occupations aré concerned, we 
| think that Mr. Barrows’s estimate of 
the representative nature of Congress is 
tather extfeme. In the last Obngbess, the 
Fifty-seventh, of the 957 members of 
the House 326 were lawyers, and of the 
90 Senators 61 wers lawyers. That is 
almost exactly two-thirds. Numerically 
this is out of all proportion, of course, 
and thé tendency to: empliy lawyers as 
lawmakers, however strong, does not 
necessarily result in representing the 
,average opinion and sentiment of the 
people. On thé other hand, there are ‘but 
63 business men int the House and 18 in 
the Senate; there are but 10 farmers in 
the House, with 7 who combine farming 
with other occupations, and there are 
only 3-in the Sefiate: There fs but 1 qoc- 
tor in the House, and 1 in the House and 
2 in the Senate whO combine medicine 
with other callings, and there ts but 1 
minister in the entire Congress. One can 
understand that physicians and clergy- 
men are too much epgrogsed in their own 
professions to go into politics and also 





that politics is move conyenient for law- 

yers than for most men of other callings, 
but the prepohderancé is immodeérate. It 
is open to question whether, on the 
whole, it is befieficial,

APARTMENT LIFE, MORAL AND 
SOCIAL. 

Of late there has beeti‘a great deal said, 
on more Or lé@s acceptable authority— 
fotably Mr. Ris, Dr. Ratysrorp, and 
Dr. PARKHURsT-—@n the tendency toward 
moral and social degeneracy which re- 
sults from what is popiilarly known as 
“ flat life.” Juat what goed may be ex- 
pected to result frém this is not clear; 
 edually is it a matter of Gowbt that much 
of what is said on this subject is true. 
There is ne reason why the moral and 
sdcial life of a farmnily domiciled tn apart- 
ments may not be as ptire and as free 
from the contamination of undesirable 
and undesired associations as it ever was 
or éver can be in the isolated dwelling. 
The possibility of entire seclusion, if this 
is désired, is greater in apartments than 


buildings. Our neighbors opposite or in 
the rear are of much more interest to us 
than are those of apartments over or 
urider us in the building designed for a 
multiple tenancy, whom we see only 


| casually in passing up and down stairs or 


méeét in the common halls, and do not 
then always know the established resi- 
dent from the casual visitor. 

: chief solicitude of these who con- 
demi the multiple dwelling ia for the 
children of the families thus poused. For 
them the confinement of restricted 
apartments has disadvantages, and even 
the pathetic little “back yard” of the 
average private dwelling, with ite little 
square of sickly grass inclosed in a strip 
of bluestone flagging, giving a chance to 
breathe the air of out-of-doors with pro- 
tection from the cofitamination of the 
sidewalk or the street, is better in its poor 
way than anything the “ flat” can offer. 
But there is another side to this picture 
which those who pity the children of | 
apartment-domiciled families fail to see, 
or at least to give due weight to. In 
apartments the family life is lesa sub- 
ject ta the demoralization of infant mor- 
als and manners which results from de- 
pendence upon servants. Children are 
brotight more intimately and continu- 
ously under the maternal influence, and 
if this énfluence-is good it makes for their 
moral upbuilding. The family life is 
closer, and should be »more wholesome 
than that of the roomy dwelling favoring 
the cultivation of solitary tastes and giv- 
ing more opportunity to eseape from pa- 
rental, observation, guidance, and re- 
straint duazing the time when the charac- 
ter is forming and habits are taking 
shape. Mother and child are much near- 
er together in the contracted area of an 
apartment than they are likely to be in 
the house divided into the herizontal 
strata of kitchen and basement, parior, 
}and living and sleeping apartments. 
This at least is worth thinking of. It 
|may recéndile a great many dissatisfied 
people to the n and unalterabie 
conditions of city life, which are by no 
means as bad as they are commonly rep- 
resented, Even the typical “ tenement 
|house” is gradually changing for the 
better, and therein may be found many 
examples of right living and earnest 
striving after higher standards which 
are. not interfered with, and certainly 
not rendered impossible of attainment, 
by the environment, however unattract- 
ive and unsatisfactory to the sensuous 
side of every properly constituted human 
being. A well-defined tendency of urban 
development rarely proceeds far in the 
wrong direction. Of the million or more 
who have given up isolated dwellings 
and find life in apartments more satis- 
‘factory, it may be assumed that all are 
not mistaken, and” that most would rec- 
ognize without waiting to be told of them 
the demoralizing and destructive tenden- 
cies which exist chiefly in the imagina- 
tions of those who discover them,

- Net: onl is athletics a natural ex- 
pression of American vitality, but it aids | 
and harmonizes in the development of 
American ideas as they exist at the prea- 
ent day. Qne of the strongest elements 
of the American character just now is 
i the passion for institutions. A vigorous 
individualist in his work, the American, 
perhaps for that very reason, is a very 
dependent person at all other times, He 
rarely depends on himself, but almost 
invariably pins himself to some fashion 
or institution. Hence the development 
of the “craze” in America. Hence also 
the immense development of social or- 
ganizations in this country exhibiting it- 
self even on the street by a set of signs 
and symbols unparalleled elsewhere in 
the world. The American student, 
like the American in general, is 
not an individualist. He rarely be- 
lieves in himself; he believes in his 
fraternity, his class, his college, and 
is very well content to shine with light 
reflected from them. .CoMege athletics 
is the great sustainer of, college spirit. 
It needs. and is needed by it; neither 
could exist without the other. In Ger- 
many, again, the American notices in 
the absence of university athletics a lack 4. 
of that.chance to get together which is 
so strong a feature of American college 
life. The reason for this lack ts that the 
Gefman student has no notion of what 
we mean by college spirit. At any 
kneipe at any German university you 
will find men who haye but just come | 
from one or arfother of half a dozen other 
universities. Under such circumstances 
eoliege spirit, as we think of it, is out of 
the Question, and not having it, the 
German hag haturally no athletics whictt |:

Judge Ferris expressed: his opinion of the 
law in overruling a motion to set. aside the 
non-suit of the casé.in which - John A. 
Peck sought.-to recover $5,000 from the 
Transit Company for injuries. sugtained ‘by 
his “~wife in a> street. car. accident: The 
Judge said: 

“ The wife to-day is the equal of her hus- 
band before the law in substantially every 
respect save this. She has the right to 
ccnduct’ Dusiness and make contracts. iIf 
a suit is brought by mergers she may tes- 
tify’ as a witness. 

“On account of this very accident she 
had a suit against the company in her own 
behalf for injuries, and .was a. competent 
witness. But her husband, being the plaint- 
iff, this technical rule stands in the way of 
her giving the only testimeny which can be 
produced to show just how the accident oc- 
curred, and failing to obtain her testimony 
the husband's suit must, in my judgment, 
necessarily fall.

Banking institutions are very cau- 
tious -about making: new toans,' and the 
hanhufacturers are unable to take«caré 
OPE thet’ own neefis and those of _ their 
augénts'in the smajler and larger t or 
thé Western farming community. Instead, 
therefore, of sending out new goods to be 
sald -on commission, they are content to 
let the agent firet dispose of. the epee 
aiready on hand. 

“Tie émall merchant in turn’ is taking 
no. chances. He sees a declining price 
movement in those goods which he sells, 
and .wery naturally refrains from laying 
ina *stock of merchandise at high prices 
when by first. dieposing of his stock on 
hand he may be able to buy much cheaper 
in a few months.

"That London is*about’ as deep ‘in the mud 
as we are in the mire is brought,out some- 
what, pathetically in a reference to the 
‘present position of its high-class securities 
made by one of our British contemporaries. 
Depreciation in prices has been severe, de- 
spite the fact that England has not had our 
‘expérience—or as much ‘ of. it—with indi- 
gestibles; or with big people forced to'capit- 
ulate séll out all kinds of , the 
good with the bad.. And this depreciation 
has been of such a character as to make it 
a difficult matter for the rds of Direct- 
ors of imp nt banks to deal with. ' There 
is no way ascertaining how the culty 
is to be met, ag the-banks do not disclose 
absolutely their system for the valuation of 
the securities held..
